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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The affidavit under 37 C.F.R § 1.132 filed 11/26/03 is 
insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior to 
the effective date of the Liversidge reference. A conception of 
an invention, though evidenced by disclosure, drawings and even 
a model, is not a complete invention under patent laws, and 
confers no rights on an inventor, and has no effect on a 
subsequently granted patent to another, UNLESS THE INVENTOR 
FOLLOWS IT WITH REASONABLE DILIGENCE BY SOME OTHER ACT. Although 
applicant indicates due diligence was exercised on paragraph 4 
of the affidavit under 37 C.F.R § 1.132 filed 11/26/03, 
applicant does not submit any evidence of due diligence. 

Conception is the mental part of the inventive act, but it 
must be capable of proof, as by drawings, complete disclosure to 
another person, etc. However, Item number 4 on page 2 of 
Invention Disclosure No. BOC8-2000-0053 filed 11/26/03 indicates 
that at the time of conception there were no technical details, 
purpose or disclosure to others. 



In Mergenthaler v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 
(D.C. Cir. 1897) it was established that conception is more than 
a mere vague idea of how to solve a problem; the means 
themselves and their interaction must be comprehended also. 
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However Invention Disclosure No. BOC8-2000-0053 filed 11/26/03 
fails to explain how the email client is able to detect the 
voice conference identifier as claimed in the independent
